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[0030] Next, the registration process by the side of the 
facsimile-type e-mail equipment at the time of receiving 
such an e-mail for instructing a registration will be 
explained using the flow chart shown in Fig. 4. First, if 
the LAN control section 9 receives the character code data 
of an e-mail at step S41, the text of the e-mail will be 
analyzed at step S42. Next, at step S43, it judges whether 
the description which shows any instruction exists in the 
text. When any instruction statement exists, the following 
character string is analyzed at step S44. Subsequently, a 
administrator's mail address is registered into the 
external memory section 4 at step S45, and a destination 
mail address, its shortened ID number, and the destination 
address of error mail are made to correspond to each other 
and registered into the external memory section 4 at step 
S46, and the destination mail address of G3 FAX is 
registered into the external memory section 4 at step S47. 
On the other hand, when any instruction statement does not 
exist, the character data is changed into an image data at 
step S48, and the image data is printed at step S49. 
[0031] By such an approach, a destination e-mail address 
list can be easily inputted for every individual. Of 
course, the facsimile- type e-mail equipment used as an 
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accepting station does not necessarily need to receive 
directly the e-mail which described the above-mentioned 
registration instruction. For example, it is also possible 
that the email server on a network receives and accumulates 
5 it making an address table in a memory, and that the 

facsimile-type e-mail equipment suitably downloads it from 
the email server if needed, such as the time of starting of 
a power up and e-mail application or the like. If it is 
carried out in this way, it will become unnecessary to 
10 prepare memory with big size for the terminal side of 
facsimile-type e-mail equipment. 

[0032] Although the above explanation relates to 
registration of an e-mail address table, according to such 
an approach, it becomes possible to make a receiving 
15 equipment perform various control other than the 

registration process of an e-mail address table, without 
requiring a protocol special between it and a instruction 
terminal such as a PC, a WS or the like. 

[0033] The procedure of transmitting an image data based on 
20 the e-mail address table registered in the above procedures 
will be explained according to the flow chart shown in Fig. 
5. First, if a destination list button of the panel 
section 7 is pushed at step S51 and an ID number is 
inputted at step S52, the destination mail address 
25 corresponding to the ID number is read from the mail 
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address table registered previously, and then be expressed 
in the panel section 7 at step 53. Subsequently, at step 
S54, if a start button is pushed, format conversion of the 
image data inputted from the scanner section 6 is carried 
5 out and is transmitted to the destination (steps S55-S57) . 
The detail of this format conversion is like as that was 
previously explained using Fig. 2. In addition, the return 
place address of the error mail which was previously 
registered in the mail address table is described as a 

10 sending station mail address of the e-mail to which an 

image data to be transmitted, and if the error mail return 
place is not registered into a mail address table, the 
administrator's mail address which is set up as a default 
is described. Thereby, the error mail is certainly 

15 returned to one of terminals. Furthermore, when a sender 
address is inputted on the occasion of transmission, the 
address is described prior to those addresses. As regards 
an approach of inputting the sender address on the occasion 
of transmission, it is good at operability that, by pushing 

20 the sender button of the panel section 7 and inputting the 
sender's ID, the sender address table which was previously 
registered is displayed on the panel section 7 so that the 
sender address can be alternatively specified out of it. 
[0034] 

25 [Effect of the Invention] As is clearly understood from 
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the above explanation, according to the invention of claim 
1, a control instruction is easily generable in a transmit 
terminal, and since the control instruction can be detected 
and analyzed easily by a receiving equipment by 
5 transmitting the control instruction with an e-mail to the 
receiving equipment, the receiving equipment is easily 
controllable. According to the invention of claim 2, it is 
very easy to make the receiving equipment carry out 
controls of different classes, controls of the same class 

10 for continuous actions and the like. According to the 
invention of claim 3, since existence of a control 
instruction, the control instruction itself and termination 
of the control instruction are identified certainly by the 
receiving equipment side, the control of the receiving 

15 equipment itself can be performed certainly. According to 
the invention of claim 4, a plurality of e-mail addresses 
and ID numbers corresponding to them can be written into 
the memory of a receiving equipment with an e-mail. It is 
particularly convenient in the case of registering a big 

20 address table from a personal computer, a workstation or 
the like to a receiving equipment, such a facsimile 
apparatus whose function of a keyboard and/or a display is 
not enough. According to the invention of claim 5, in the 
case of carrying out transmission of an e-mail from the 

25 receiving equipment, only by inputting an ID number, the 
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destination mail address can be described to the e-mail 
transmitted according to the registered address table. 
According to the invention of claim 6, in the case of 
carrying out transmission of an e-mail from a terminal 
5 different from the receiving equipment, even if the 

terminal any storage device, since the address table can be 
downloaded and acquired by having RAM according to the size 
of the address table registered into the receiving 
equipment, only by inputting an ID number, the destination 

10 mail address can be described to the e-mail transmitted 
according to the registered address table, like the 
invention of claim 5. According to the invention of claim 
7, in the case of carrying out transmission of an e-mail 
from the receiving equipment, since, only by inputting an 

15 ID number, a plurality of the destination mail addresses 

can be described to the e-mail transmitted according to the 
registered address table, registration of a multiple 
address destination list of e-mails and an instruction of 
multiple address transmission can be performed very easily. 

20 According to the invention of claim 8 and claim 9, 

according to an address table which has a registered e-mail 
address and an ID number corresponding to the e-mail 
address, an image data can be transmitted with an e-mail 
very easily from the facsimile-type e-mail equipment which 

25 can transmit an e-mail by the same operation as the usual 
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facsimile apparatus. According to the invention of claim 9, 
furthermore, it becomes possible to constitute facsimile- 
type e-mail equipment by using the circuit which performs 
process of the read system of the usual facsimile apparatus, 
5 as it is. According to the invention of claim 10, in the 
case of transmitting an image data with an e-mail, it 
becomes possible to receive an error mail that is notified 
when an error occurred with regards to the e-mail, not at 
the sending station of the e-mail but at the sender's seat. 
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
